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Popularity has proved a problem for 
Carden Arbor View School in Upland. 

The private elementary school opened its 
doors three years ago to 45 students. Since 
then enrollment has increased to more than 
200 and shows no signs of slowing. 

Now Upland planning and the school’s 
officials disagree over how the growth 
should be handled. 

The school wants to replace portable 
structures with permanent facilities at its 
1510 San Antonio Avenue location to 
accommodate the increased number of 
students. 

Carden also is seeking a conditional use 
permit from the city to allow the school’s 
enrollment to increase up to 355 students. 
Traffic and noise problems need to be 
addressed before any further expansion 
takes place, according to the Upland 
Planning Department. 

Upland Planning Commission members 
denied the school’s requests. Carden, 
however, will appeal the decision before the 
Upland City Council Feb. 19. 

Adversity has been associated with the 
facility since director Claudia Humphries 
opened the school. 

No private fund sources are available to 
non-profit corporations like the school, so 
Mrs. Humphries and her husband decided to 
finance the school’s construction. Finding a 
suitable location was the next obstacle. 

After combing northwest Upland for a site, 
Mrs. Humphries came upon Upland Christian 
Church. She discussed her plans with church 
officials and they agreed to a five-year lease 
of adjoining church property. The agreement 
allows Carden and the church to jointly use 
the school facilities. 

Dealing with city regulations and 
procedures also proved a problem because 
school officials were unfamiliar with the 
process, Mrs. Humphries said. 

When the school was first opened, Mrs. 
Humphries said, she wanted to have 15 
students per classroom. She and her 
husband thought several portable buildings 
could house the students for at least five 
years before permanent ones were needed. 
The buildings lasted three months. 

“Growth kept coming and we found 


ourselves having to deal with it,”’ the director 
said. ‘‘We’re not perfect. We have made 
mistakes but we have always tried to do the 
right thing.” 

Finding suitable teachers was difficult. 
“The school’s first teachers came here at a 
great financial sacrifice to them but they 
wanted to teach here. Now salaries have 
improved to ailow private school teachers a 
fair wage,’ Mrs. Humphries said. 

Despite the obstacles, parents continue to 
enroll their children because of the benefits 
a Carden education can offer them, she said. 

Carden offers children music and art 
appreciation classes. Students are taught 
and encouraged to sing. French is taught in 
kindergarten because 45 percent of English 
words are French, she said. 

“Building that foundation is the most 
important. My personal opinion is that the 
system of paying teachers in this country is 
wrong,” she said. ‘Which teachers get paid 
more? College professors. But who lays the 
foundation of a person’s education. 
Elementary teachers and they are paid less.” 

Mrs. Humphries taught 10 years in public 
schools before being introduced to the 
Carden Arbor method of teaching. The 
method, stressing order, drill, discipline, 
standards and quality, was formulated in 
New York by Mae Carden. Since that time 
Carden Arbor schools have been established 
throughout the country. 

The Carden school in Upland is the first of 
its kind in this area. 

“We teach the children how to read and to 
love reading by the second grade,” she said. 

Mutual respect is stressed in the 
classroom. Mrs. Humphries said the same 
values taught at home are expected to be 
displayed at school. 

“The teacher is put into a position of 
respect,” she said. 

Children greet their teacher and other 
aduits by addressing them as Mr. or Mrs., 
and then say their names. They aiso begin 
and end the day by shaking their teachers’ 
hands. 

“Our parents support us and believe in 
what we are doing. | believe this school has 
something of value to offer the community,” 
Mrs. Humphries said. (1)

“As acareer woman and an 
expectant mother, I’m excited 
about combining career and 
motherhood.

Yao has been at the Upland 
library since 1977, first as 
assistant library director and 
then later that year she was 
promoted to head librarian. 

Her first challenge at 
Upland was preparing the 
staff for the library’s future, 
paving the way for technical 
advances so staff, city 
officials and patrons accept 
the inevitable change. 

“When | first came to the 
library, card cataloguing and 
other things were done 
manually,” she said. “‘In order 
to survive we have to 
automate and will have to 
bring in computers.

With the old, manual 
system, a new book could be 
on alibrary shelf almost eight 
months before it was 
catalogued; now the time has 
been cut to two months.

There is, as yet, no set date 
for anew computer system. 

“We have 86,717 titles,” 
Yao said. ‘‘The city doesn’t

services) but it does not 
spend the least. We circulate 
more books per capita and are 
second in offering reference 
services (in the West Valley).”’ 

The library is continually 
ordering new books, Yao said.

Our guideline is 
the community ... whether it’s 
going to be relevant to the 
people in the community.” 

More money is spent on 
non-fiction books than fiction 
and fewer non-fiction titles 
are purchased because they 
are more expensive, Yao said. 

She said she enjoys 
working for the city of Upland. 
“The community enjoys and 
appreciates library service 
and the importance of 
education. We’re on the same 
wave length in terms of 
goals.” 

The library is Yao’s full-time 
job, but it’s her hobby as well. 
“Everything | do outside the 
library has something to do 
with it.” 

“| do a lot of reading, but 
that’s like eating to me, nota 
special thing because it 
comes naturally,” Yao said. 


She tempers her library 
work with her duties as 
president of the Foothill 
Valley Business and 
Professional Women’s Club 
and participation in the 
Upland Sister City 
Association. 


“BPW has given me a lot of 
confidence,” Yao said. ‘“‘l 
appreciate what it’s done for 
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me. | was very uncomfortable 
about speaking in front of 
groups before BPW and now | 
still get butterflies and lose 
some sleep, but not as much 
as | used to. Now | can get my 
point across without a lot of 
pain.” 

Yao grew up in the Pomona 
Valley and is a product of 
local school systems. ‘We 
were the only Chinese family, 
the only Orientals in the area. 

“It was a challenge growing 
up first generation Chinese,” 
she said. Yao comes froma 
family with eight girls and one 
boy. Her parents both are 
from China. Her father was 
educated in Claremont. 

“We had Chinese values 
and were caught up against 
American values and being 
different,” she said.

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Keep a close eye on those 
houseplants during winter

A close inspection of 
your houseplants at this 
time well could reveal a 
situation in which the soil 
surface in some of the 
pots appears slightly 
crusted. You also may find 
bits of dropped foliage and 
dried flowers lying on the 
soil and around the plant 
containers. 

During the winter, | try to 
build into my weekly 
routine an inspection tour 
of all our houseplants. 
Some sort of regular 
survey of the plants helps 
the indoor gardener 
maintain the plants ina 
healthy, clean condition. 

Here is what | do on my 
weekly houseplant rounds: 

First of all, | pick up any 
fallen foliage as well as 
any dried foliage still 
clinging to the plants. 
Plants like geraniums 
always seem to be 
shedding and renewing

their foliage. Impatiens and 
some begonias also have 
this habit. This cleanup is 
a good disease-prevention 
measure, as dead foliage 
left lying about, especially 
on adamp soil surface, 
invites all sorts of 
unwelcome molds and 
fungus problems. 

Some plants with long, 
arching leaves tend from 
time to time to develop 
dried, brown leaf tips. This 
can be from a too-dry 
atmosphere around the 
plants or from passing 
people brushing against 
the leaves. Spider plant 
commonly develops this 
problem. Simply take a pair 
of sharp scissors and 
cleanly cut the browned 
area away. This greatly 
improves the appearance 
of the plant. 


information on many local 
functions may find help 
through the Chapter 
Activities Committee.

Next, | take a nail ora 
slender table fork and 
gently stir the soil surface 
of each plant. | don’t dig 
into the soil at all — this 
could damage shallow 
roots. Stirring the surface 
helps prevent soil 
compaction, disperses any 
developing crust and 
improves water 
penetration. 

The next step is the 
watering. This, however, is 
not an automatic part of 
the weekly routine. Water 
should be given only when 
needed. On my weekly 
travels through the indoor 
plants, | water only those 
whose soil surfaces have 
dried. 

When the surface 
stirring is done, it’s easy to 
see which pots need water. 
Another sure guide is a

AUSTRIA — Recent 
releases from Austria include 
the following: 

On Oct. 4, 1984, a 4- 
schilling stamp saluting one 
of the quiet artists of Austria, 
Karl Korab. The artist does 
not belong to any “ism” 
school, although some of his 
work shows some parallels 
with surrealism. All of his 
pictures are cool, 
constrained, never attacking, 
but instead attracting and 
capturing. Usually, they are in 
a sensitive black and white. 
One of his works is used on 
the stamp as a design. 

Also on that same date, a 
3.50-schilling stamp paid 
homage to the 600th birthday 
of Johannes von Gmunden, 
considered one of the most 


finger poked into the soil. 
Never water soil that is still 
moist on the surface. More 
plants are killed by 
overwatering in late fall 
and winter than by any 
other cause. 

Next, | spray-mist with 
tepid water all the plants 
except cactus, geraniums 
and fuzzy-leaved plants like 
African violets. 

On my weekly rounds, 
sometimes I'll notice 
certain plants have 
become straggly. They'll 
look better with a bit of 
chopping back. Two plants 
that seem to need fairly 
regular cutting are 
geraniums and impatiens. 
The pieces that are cut off 
to return the plant to some 
symmetry can be used to 
make new plants. 
Cuttings should be 


eminent German astronomers 
and mathematicians to have 
lived in the first half of the 
15th century.

around 3 inches long. Tips 
left much longer produce 
too gangly a new plant. 
Remove lower leaves and 
trim the cutting to just 
below a leaf node. 
Impatiens root best in 
water, geranium cuttings 
should be inserted in light, 
sandy soil and kept in 
bright light and warmth. A 
south window, once the 
cuttings have taken hold, 
really suits geraniums 
best. 


As most plants are ina 
plateau or rest period 
during winter, little or no 
fertilizer should be given. 
Many houseplants need 
this quiet time before their 
spring growth spurt, and 
intruding upon that need 
for a little neglect could 
cause problems like poor 
flowering the following 
summer. 


When new growth 
appears at winter’s end, 
that’s the time to resume 
fertilizing and step up the 
watering.

Well, we’ve managed to spend 
another 52 weeks or so together 
... writing (me) and reading (you) 
about photography. As in many 
educational situations, the 
teacher often learns as much, if 
not more, than the students. 
There are many occasions when 
I’m writing this column that | 
find myself going to reference 
books in order to be certain I’m 
giving you reliable, usable 
information. 

Like most professionals, | find 
it’s almost impossible to keep all 
the data I'll ever need in my 
head. The things | use every day, 
of course, are recalled easily, but 
the situations that come up two 
or three times each year are 
often a bit hazy. Doctors, 
lawyers and engineers ali go 
back to the books when faced 
with uncommon situations and 
most professional 
photographers do, too. 

For this particular column, 
though, I’m not going back to my 
reference books, but | am going 
back to some of the columns | 
wrote in 1984. 

And since we’re off to anew 
year, you might just want to be 
reminded about some of the 
things | suggested you do in 
order to improve the quality of 
your photography. After all, if 
those things were good last 
year, they are just as worthwhile 
this year. 

For example, there’s reading. 
Not only this column, but a few 
of the many fine instructional 
books that show up every year.

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Even working nights, there’s no 
way either one of us could cover 
all the material printed about 
photography in any 12-month 
period. But, surely, there is some 
aspect of picture-taking that you 
want to concentrate on and I'll 
just bet there is a book on the 
market taking you step-by-step 
through that situation. Minolta, 
for instance, published a 
complete “‘how to” series; and 
Kodak, either by themselves or 
in cooperation with Time/Life, 
has provided eager 
photographers with a great deal 
of good reading and good 
looking. 

In 1985, you might want to 
resolve to take just a little better 
care of your photographic 
equipment. The batteries in 
cameras, strobe lights or 
winders should be changed at 
least annually (using your 
birthday as “change batteries 
day” is aconvenient memory- 
jogger). 

Lenses also need gentle 
cleaning; first with a camel’s hair 
brush, then with a drop of lens 
cleaning fluid on a sheet of lens 
cleaning tissue. Easy does it, 
though; rubbing and scrubbing 
can only cause trouble. 

There were a lot of new light- 
sensitive materials (films) 
introduced this past year and 
many of them are worth trying.

Judge Hoth presiding 








“Court is now in session. The 
honorable Judge Hoth presiding,” the 
bailiff announces and asks everyone 
to rise. The robed judge enters. A look 
of self-importance lines his face. 

He sits across from the two 
prosecuting attorneys, the defense 
attorney, and the murder defendant 
who has decided to defend himself. 
They look forward with expressions of 
grueling determination. The air hangs 
heavy with expectant drama. 

No, this is not Superior Court. Nor 
is ita law school moot court. The 
scene is Nancy Patterson’s 
government class at Etiwanda High 
School. 

The murder trial, which concerns 
the murder of a prostitute by an 
Ontario restaurant owner and alleged 
pimp, is entirely the creation of the 
students. The direction of the 
questioning is also left to the 
students. 

Attorneys raise objections which 
the judge sustains or overrules. 
Questioning is detailed and thorough, 
including the angle of the stabbing 
wounds and whether the defendant — 
who had a broken arm at the time of 
the murder — would have been 
physically able to commit the crime. 








“They’re serious. They’re not 
messing around,” Patterson says. 
“They’re questioning the credibility of 
each witness just as in a real trial.” 

Enthusiasm for the mock trial, 
which began prior to the holiday 
break, has been so high that students 
even got together over the vacation. 

Dressing for their roles was 
accomplished with similar 
enthusiasm. Unknowing teachers 
attempted to remove students 
dressed as prostitutues from campus. 
Joel Monge, who plays the part of a 
prosecuting attorney, chose to wear a 
suit of loudly contrasting plaid. 

“It reminds me of a young lawyer 
starting out,” he said. “! wanted to be 
Dirty Harry.” 

The mock trial has given students a 
chance to enjoy displaying their 
Thespian talents, while still learning 
about the law. 

“It kind of gives me a big insight on 
how courts are run,” says student 
David Sincock, who plays the 
defending attorney. 

School counselor Ruth Smith 
credited Patterson for that success. 
“She is an outstanding teacher,” 
Smith says. “She makes things 
happen with the kids.” 1

Q. We have a female calico 
cat. She has had several litters 
of kittens. Although several of 
her female kittens look like her, 
none of her male kittens has had 
her calico hair coloration. 

Does calico hair coloration in 
cats only occur in females? If so, 
why is it limited to females? 

A. Calico cats are tortoiseshell 
cats that have random patches 
of white spotting in their hair 
coat patterns. In other words, 
calico cats have patches of 
orange, black and white. 

Tortoiseshell cats have hair 
coats composed of a mixture of 
red and black hairs. Usually 
these hairs are clumped together 
to form randomly located, well- 
defined patches. Sometimes, 
however, the red and black hairs 
are intermingled over the entire 
animal. 

Almost all tortoiseshell cats 
are females. The occasional 
male tortoiseshell cat usually is 
sterile.° 

The gene responsible for red 
pigmentation in cats is referred 
to as orange and generally is 
symbolized by a capital “O.” The 
sex of any kitten is determined 
by a special pair of 
chromosomes, the ‘“X”’ and ‘‘Y”’ 
chromosomes. Each female cat 
has the makeup “‘XX”’ and 
therefore only can impart ‘X”’ 
chromosomes to her offspring. 
The male cat has an “XY” 
makeup, and therefore can 
impart either an “X” ora “‘Y” to 
his offspring. If a kitten receives 
an “X” from its sire and an “‘X”’ 
from its dam, it will be female. If 
akitten receives a “‘Y”’ from its 
sire, it will be a male. The “O”’ 
gene only can be transmitted 
along with the ‘“‘X” chromosome 
in cats. This means that the 
orange male cat only can 
transmit the ‘‘O” gene to his 
female offspring. 

Both parent cats must show 
some orange to produce orange 
female kittens — the sire must 
be orange and the dam either 
orange or tortoiseshell. Orange 
parents pass their color genes to 
kittens of the opposite sex. 
Orange means red or ginger, 

Orange cannot be carried 
without showing in the hair coat. 
However, the orange color may 
be present in only a few hairs in 
the cat’s coat. 

Put simply, the calico and 
tortoiseshell hair patterns in 
cats are transmitted*by a sex- 
linked gene. Both of these 
patterns are present in almost all 
of the pedigree varieties of 
domestic cats and are common 
in the mongrel cat population in 
the United States.

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Useful tips 
for pruning 
myrtle, roses 


By SUSAN M. SIMS 
Dear Master Gardener: 


Q. Do you prune crepe 
myrtles? 

A. Yes, while dormant, prune 
12 to 18 inches off standard 
crepe myrtle (Lagerstroemia 
indica) and prune out spent 
blooms and twiggy growth on 
dwarf varieties. Pruning will 
increase flowering. Severe 
pruning will decrease the 
quantity of bloom but will 
enlarge individual flower trusses. 

Q. | am not sure how to prune 
my roses. Can you help? 

A. Generally, cut out dead 
wood and keep three to four 
good canes. Prune down to 
about 18 inches; cut canes ata 
45-degree angle % inch above an 
outward facing bud. Canes 
should not cross. Seal your 
larger cuts.

Q. My home is on a hill where 
the soil is clay. It has taken me 
days to soak and dig a hole large 
enough for planting a fig tree. 
Should | fill the hole with peat 
moss, soil amendments and 
sand? 

A. When using amendments, 
you may unintentionally create a 
pot or basin in the ground. Ina 
clay soil, the amendments will 
hold water in the basin and 
drown your tree. In sand, water 
tends to run away from the 
amendments, draining easily 
through the sand. Dig as large a 
hole as you can. The hold should 
be about 2 feet deep. For a 5- 
gallon tree, a 20-gallon hole 
would be ideal. On level ground, 
dig a5-inch to 6-inch by 3-foot 
deep drain in the bottom of the 
hole, and fill it with pea gravel. 
Refill the hole with the soil you 
removed. On a hill, you should 
build a basin around the tree to 
allow the water a chance to soak 
in and not run off downhill.

Last week’s win over 
College of the Desert didn’t 
make Chaffey College a title 
contender in the Inland Valley 
Conference, but it did prove 
something to the Panthers.

Collectors of world coins will 
find it easier to obtain coins of 
the Netherlands, thanks toa 
recent trip to the United States 
by Jan de Jong, mint master of 
the Dutch Mint. 

While here, De Jong appcinted 
as exclusive agent for sales of 
all products of the Dutch Mint 
Arthur and Ira Friedberg, well- 
known coin dealers and editors 
of several popular coin catalogs. 

The Friedbergs have set up a 
complete mail-order facility 
capable of handling the sales of 
Dutch Mint products. 

The first of the Netherlands 
coins available here are the 1983 
Netherlands Proof and Mint Sets 
and the 1983 Netherlands 
Antilles Mint Set. 

Often foreign coins don’t find 
their way into the U.S. 
numismatic marketplace in their 
year of issue in the country that 
struck them. Such is the case 
with these issues. 

The 1983 Dutch Mint, or Fleur 
de Coin Set, is only the second 
coinage of Queen Beatrix. It 
contains all five legal tender 
coins of the Netherlands — the 
bronze 5-cent piece, the nickel 
10- and 25-cent coins and the 1- 
and 2%2-guilder pieces. 

Included in the set is a special 
bronze Mint medallion with a 
design of the Dutch Mint 
building in Utrecht. 

The common obverse is a 
stylized portrait of Queen 
Beatrix, while the very 
modernistic reverse design has 
the denomination superimposed 
over a distinctive geometric 
pattern. 

Mounted in aclear plastic 
display case, the Mint Set retails 
for $12. 

The 1983 Dutch Proof Set 
quickly sold out in the 
Netherlands and with only 
slightly more than 1,000 sets 
allocated to the North American 
market, the same is expected 
here. 

It contains highly polished, 
mirrored strikings of the five 
Netherlands coins, along with a 
specially struck sterling silver 
Mint medallion. Mounted in a 
leatherlike presentation case, 
the set is priced at $45. 

Only the second proof set ever 
issued by the Dutch Mint, it will 
be offered to the mint’s regular 
customers first. The Dutch Mint 
requests that interested people 
contact them about availability 
before ordering this proof set. 

The Netherlands Antilles Mint 
Set is a six-coin set composed of 
aluminum 1- and 2¥2-cent 
pieces, a copper nickel 5-cent 
piece and nickel 10- and 25-cent 
coins and 1 gulden. 

The coins are “Fleur de Coin,” 
meaning they are struck from 
special dies, giving thema 
distinctive matte finish as 
opposed to the bright finish of 
regular uncirculated coins. 

The 5-cent piece is noteworthy 
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for its square shape. The 1 
gulden obverse features a 
classical portrait of Queen 
Beatrix. 

Each of the coins bears the 
coat of arms of the Netherlands 
Antilles, two island groups in the 
West Indies, including Aruba, 
Curacao, Bonaire, Eustatius, 
Saba and the southern part of St 
Martin. 

This set, selling for $12, is 
mounted in a clear plastic 
display case and contains a 
special bronze Mint medallion.
